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claims for prosecution in this application: 

Group I Claims 1-3, drawn to an impact-absorbing composite 

structure; 

Group II Claims 4-5, drawn to a method of making an impact-absorbing 

composite structure; and 

Group III Claims 6-7, drawn to an object comprising an impact-absorbing 

composite structure. 

Applicants hereby elect the subject matter of Group I, Claims 1-3. 
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Sir: 
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This election is made with traverse. The claims of Group I are generic to the claims of 
Group III. Specifically, Group III claims 6-7 recite products that employ the impact-absorbing 
composite structure including only features recited in Group I claims 1 -3 . Moreover, because of 
the overlap of the claimed subject matter between the respective Groups, it would not be an 
undue burden for the Examiner to search all the claims at the same time.
